We are too close to Adolf Hit- 


lers tempestuous career, and we 
lack too many essential data, to 
attempt any objective and tuwl 
appraisal of what made thc funny 
little paperhanger into the most 
haled figure in world history. 


One possible explanation tomes 


to mind, as we think back over 
the past 15 years. 
And to the 


extent that we accept this explan- 
ation, it may help us to deal wise- 
ly with the" Reich so as to avert 
a World War 111. 


Let's grant that 
Hitler 
had 


much more intelligent or cun- 
ning that we used to suppose. By 
all means, we can concede his in- 
ordinate 
t a l e n t 
for 
dema- 


goguery and we do proclaim the 
profundity of his depravity. 
With 


all these, no man could have led 
an unwilling people into some of 
the excesses into which the Ger- 
mans followed 
or 
accompanied 


their fuehrer. 


This suggests that Hitler never 


was, in fact, the leader of Ger- 
many so much as 
ho was 
thc 


highly articulate 
voice for 
the 


basest instincts of a nation that 
was. on the whole, willing and 
anxious to he led into war. atroci- 
ties, racial pogroms, anti-religion. 


In this theory Hitler could be 


compared to a firebrand 
in a 


mob. 
Every member is anxious 


to commit 
an 
illegal, immoral 


act, but for the moment they are 
restrained 
by some vestigr-s of 


superficial decency, or perhaps by 
vague fear of the consequences, 
or even by the mild inertia of hab- 
itual 
docility. 
The 
firebrand 


climbs 
onto a convenient 
tree 


stump, and scarifies 
the 
mob's 


passions 
until 
decency, caution 


and inertia vanish. The mob does 
what it wants to do. 


No Hitler could have led or 


forced Americans, in the mass, to 
do what the Germans as a peo- 
ple have done with little protest. 
It does not neem probable that 
any Hitler could have inducrd the 
Germans to do such things if they 
had possessed 
any 
deep-seated 


tolerance, any 
genuine 
love of 


peace and good will. 


Hitler, Himmler, Goermg and 


Goebbels can be taken a« sym- 
bols of what we know as nazism. 
But just as m thc beginning thoy 
were the tools of ostensibly re- 
spectable Junkers and industrial- 
ists, so in the end they were the 
personification of the unnmorality 
of a nation that, even now, thinks 
the worst thing it has done is lose 
the war. 


When we aie deciding how to 


deal with millions of Germans too 
unimportant nnd numerous to be 
tried as war criminals—with mil- 


opei ate the bases anyway 


Keaturcs 
in whole 


or in part strictly prohibited). 


San Kiancisco 
American mtei- 


national trusteeship proposal ap- 
peared to a great many experts 
out here to be a plain gratuitous 


to internationalism ot our hard 


won Pacific island bases—at leas' 
to far more than said anything 
about it.
